NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 22nd December , 1948 . 
No. Teleconf. 20 - 2 / 48 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub -section 
( 1) of soction 4 of tbe Indian Telegraph Act , 1885 (XIII of 1885 ), and in 
supersession of the Indian Wiroless (Foreign Aircraft ) Rules, 1990 , the Central 
Government is pleased to make the following rules , namely : 

1. (1) Those rules may be called the Indian Wireless Telegraphs ( Foreign 
Aircraft ) Rules, 1948 . 

(2) They shall come into force on the first January , 1949 . 

2 , In these rules , unless there is something repugnant in the subject or 
context, - 

(a ) " Convention " ineuns the International Telecommunication Convention 
( Atlantic City , 1947 ) and the Radio Regulations and the Additional Radio 
Regulations annexed bilereto , as modified from time to time, but does not 
include any portion of the said Convention or Regulations regarding which the 
Central Government makes any reservation , from timo to time; 

(h ) " Harbour " includes harbourg whether natural or artificial, estuaries , 
viynhle rivers, piera , jetties and other works , in or at which ships can obtain 
whelter, or ship or unship goods or passengers ; 

(0 ) Stution " , " Hivad Station " , “ Land Station " , " Mobile Station " , 
" Distress Call " and “ Distress Message " have respectively the meaning 
assigned to them in the Convention ; 

( rl) " Foreign Aircruft means an aircraft registered in a country other than 
India . 

3 . Subject to the conditions stated in these rules , a wirelega telegraph may 
be cutablisherl , innintained or worked on any foreign airoraft within or above 
Indian territories or Indian territorial waters , without a license under the 
Indian Telegrnph Act, 1885 . 

4 . The establishment, maintenance and working of the wireless télegraph 
by a private person or any corporate or incorporate boily shall be covered by 
a license issued by the government of the country in which the air oft is 
registered 
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5 . The service of the wireless C rush shall be proformed kay all operatur 
holding it certificiltti 15sued or rural sed luy the government of the country of 
registry of the airerati for the working of such a wireless telugradili .

6 . Whilyt wy furulyn it111211t luther thin il inilitz y lilurall ) is hailin ur 
abovo Indian turritviries or Indian criturul Hillers , Do purrun sliull , chat att 
provided in these rules Or with the general or special permission in writing o : 
the Telegraph Authority , scilmy mesage bis a wildless leleuritish on that 
aircraft when and where such Wessure chi be furivurded by n taleyranlı of the 
Central Government, 

7 . ( 1) Exo 19 provided in indie Convention or these ruley or with tho 
general or special permission in writing of the Telugzaplı Authority , no person 
sball work or 1156 the transinitting Upphalus ( wieless telegrapli un ilny 
aircraft (other than H military aircraft ) witliin or above Indian turritories or 
Indian territorial waters except during actual flights or in case of forced land 
ing , and then only for transmitting messages necessary for the conduct of 
the flight or air service 

(n ) in coinmunication in accordance with the matructions of the Telegruplı 
Authority relating to aeronautical services with stations in Indiu ulfuriling 
such bervices, or 

( b ) whell untering or leavin luizni turritories or lindin territorial williers , 
in cominunication with stations in countries adjacent to Indii afforling 
acronautical services : 

Provided that all Aircraft witlin , ubove or outsiilo Indinni torritoriis inny, 
in casos of urgency , when the aircraft is not in reliable comunication with 
an aeronautical station , communicate with a ship or Altruſt anywhere , if the 
commander of the former uircraft considers that such communicntion is essen 
tial for the safety of his aircraft . 

(2 ) A military aircraft wecompanying a foreign ship -of- war , when in com 
munioation with the ship , whilst the ship is in uny harbour in India , shall 
comply with the following conditions , namely : 
(a ) transmission shall be discontinued on request from , 

(i ) the telegraph Authority ; 
(ii ) any Indian Naval or Air Force Authority , 
( iii ) any port authority ; or 

(iv ) any land station ; 
(b ) protracted signalling invoiving the use of apparatus transmitting other 
than pure continuous WUVUA shall be avoided . 

8 . When communicatiuns are nade by wireless telegrauli between guy 
airoraft within or above Indian territories or Indian territorial waters and u 
land station , the rules and instruotions given in the book “ GENERAL RULES 
AND DEPARTMENTAL INSTRUCTIONS FOR RADIO STATIONS IN 
INDIA " , as amended from time to time, shall be observed . 

9 . Except as provided in these rules , the provisions of the Convention und 
any sets of rules made by the Central Government under section 7 of the 
Indian Telegraph . Act , 1888 , for tbe conduct of wireless telegraphs or tele 
graphs in general , shall be observed in so far us they are applicable . 

10 . The receiving apparatus of nny wireless telegraph on a foreign aircraft 
taust not be 116ed for any vinuthorisert l Aception or iutererption of wireless 
telegraph communications, 

If in the course of the operation of a wireless telegraph , Anly message is 
involuntarily receiveil , its contents must not be divulgeil , published or put to 
any use whatover , nor , must its vory oxistence be disclosed . 
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11. Any wireless telegraph on it foreign aircraft shall not be worked or 
used in such a manner us to obstruct or repeatedly interrupt any wireless 
telegraph service functioning within or without India in accordance with tlır 
provisions of the l onvention on the wireless siguilling between any fixed , lan 
or mobile stations of Indian Linid , Naval or Air T orces or the wireless signal. 
ling exchanged between any fixed , laud Ol mobile statiou of Indian Land , 
Naval or Air Forces and any station abroad . 

12 . Nothing in these ruled shall provent the use of wireless trilogruplan for 
the purpose of maling or answering bonafide distress calls or m€881908 , in 
any manner thought fit.
